Let's examine all that. To be¬ 
gin with, the chief thing that 
distinguishes a lawn from a hay- 
field is that a lawn is kept 
cut.

Cured Meats 

Many people wonder if cured 
meats — ham, bacon, etc. — can 
be frozen. These products will 
freeze satisfactorily but should 
not 'be kept as long as fresh 
meats that have been frozen. 
This is because the salt content 
promotes rancidity. Consequent¬ 
ly suggested limits on freezer 
storage are three months for ba¬ 
con and five months for ham. 
Rancidity does not make the 
meats unsafe to eat but most peo¬ 
ple would find it unpalatable says 
Gisela Pass, Extension Home 
Economist with the Hampden 
County Extension Service.

More than 1,620,000 pieces of 
mail flow through the Boston of¬ 
fice of the Veterans Administra¬ 
tion each year and far too many 
cannot be properly identified, the 
Veterans Administration said to¬ 
day. 

Too many veterans and their 
beneficiaries only sign their 
names to correspondence, and 
names are not enough. 

Almost all of the 251,000 names 
in VA’s master index file in the 
Boston office are duplicated. For 
instance there are 2,560 Smiths 
on file and 80 of these are John 
Smith. The Johnsons number 
1760, and , contrary to popular 
belief, the 'Williamses with 1500 
outnumber both the Browns, 1250, 
and the Joneses, 1000. 

Each veteran who applied for 
VA benefits is assigned a file 
number. This file number and the 
number assigned to a veteran’s 
insurance policy are never dupli¬ 
cated. 

When these numbers are used 
in correspondence, prompt and 
efficient service is almost certain, 
VA said. . 

When neither of the numbers 
is included in a letter, the VA 
often must respond with a form 
letter requesting further identi¬ 
fying information from the cor¬ 
respondent. 

The form letter requests the 
veteran's full name, date of birth, 
social security number, branch of 
service, dates of service, .military 
service number and, if possible, 
the file number or insurance num¬ 
ber. 


VA advises, that if you don’t 
know your claim number or in¬ 
surance policy number, include as 
much identifying information as 
possible. Then VA will be able to 
give the prompt service you like 
and they like to give. 

Also, Massachusetts veterans 
should writte to the VA Regional 
Office, John F. Kennedy Federal 
Bldg., Boston 02203; not to the 
VA Central Office in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C.
